Council Okays Budget

The City Council approved 
its 1975-76 program of ser­ 
vice in less than 15 minutes 
Monday night. 
Only three citizens made 
comments on the $4.5 million 
operating fund budget which 
is based on a 75 cent tax rate. 
The no-tax increase budget 
will maintain the present 
level of service in 
most 
departments. 
Police and health services 
will be substantially in­ 
creased. 
however. 
City 
Manager David Griffin said 
the 
approved 
budget 
provides for additional of­ 
ficers, 
equipm ent 
and 
training 
in 
the 
police 
department and creates a 
new health department to 
handle animal, weed and 
vector control. 
The city will add no new 
personnel this year as other 
departments have reduced 
manpower to increase police 
and health d e p artm ental 
strength 
Salary increases 
have been given based on 
cost of living and salary 
surveys. 
according 
to 
Griffin. 
Although taxes will not bt 
increased, residents w ill pa> 
an additional 25 cents £ 
month for garbage service 
Retail customers also face £ 
IO percent increase. The rat* 
hike will raise an additiona 
$30,000, but the system is stir 
subsidized 
$87,000 by 
the 
general fund. 
R o b e r t a 
M a l o n e y 
>rotested the increase and 
jointed out that residents on 
\1onday-Thursday collection 
.chedules are overcharged 
joeause bags are not picked 
ip on national holidays. 
Griffin 
also noted

Aater and sewer rates might 
need to be increased early in 
1976 He said he has asked

The council unanimously 
approved the budget which 
appropriates $4,465,955 out of 
the general fund, $2 772,573 
out of the water and sewer 
fund. $941,874 out of the 
general 
obligation 
bond 
interest and sinking fund and 
$567,782 out of the revenue 
bond interest and sinking 
fund 
The 
council 
also 
unanimously set the tax rate 
at 75 cents on each $100 
valuation with 49.13 cents 
allocated for the general 
fund and 25 87 cents for the 


interest and sinking fund. 
“ I feel the staff has done 
an excellent job in facing up 
to the economic conditions of 
to day,” 
Mayor 
N orm an 
Whitsitt 
said 
m om ents 
before the vote was taken. 
“As far as the garbage rate 
goes, that is one of the single 
largest cost increases we 
have. The landfills a re 
further 
from 
the 
city, 
tran spo rtatio n costs are 
increasing and higher en­ 
vironmental standards also 
increase costs. I believe the 
staff has held costs to the 
m inimum by introducing 
innovative programs (two- 


man collection vehicles).”

PROPOSITION NO. I 
ON THE BALLOT 


Revising the separa­ 
tion of powers, legisla­ 
tive and executive provi­ 
sions of the Texas Con­ 
stitution. Article II, Sep­ 
aration of Powers, is 
amended to: 
Provide that the pow­ 
ers of government of the 
State of Texas are di­ 
vided among three dis­ 
tinct branches: legisla­ 
tive, executive, and judi­ 
cial. Except as otherwise 
authorized by the con­ 
stitution, members of one 
branch may not exercise 
any power properly at­ 
tached to either of the 
others. 
Article III, The Legis­ 
lature, is amended to: 
Continue the present 
structure of the legisla­ 
ture consisting of a se­ 
nate with 31 members 
and a house of represen­ 
tatives with 150 mem­ 
bers. The present organi­ 
zation and procedure of 
the legislature are con­ 
tinued except that the 
provision allowing closed 
executive session^ of the 
senate is omitted. Provi­ 
sions on the conflict of in­ 
terest of members of the 
legislature 
are 
con­ 
tinued, 
as 
is 
the 
governor’s power to veto 
bills or IJ ne items in ap­ 
propriation bills. The ar­ 
ticle 
provides 
for 
single-member senator­ 
ial, representative, and 
congressional districts. A 
compensation commis­ 
sion is created to recom­ 
mend the compensation 
and allowances to be re­ 
ceived by members of the 
legislature. The legisla­ 
tive compensation, set by 
law, may not exceed this 
recommendation 
and 
does not take effect until 
after an intervening 
general election. The ar­ 
ticle provides for annual 
sessions of 140 days in 
odd-numbered years and 
90 
days 
in 
even- 
numbered years, and a 
veto session of 15 days 
upon request of three- 
fifths of the membership 
of each house. The legis­ 
lature may meet in or­ 
ganizational sessions 
prior to the convening of 
the legislature in regular 
sessions. 
Article IV, The Execu­ 
tive, is amended to: 
Continue the present 
status of the governor 
and all other statewide 
officers, and include the 
commissioner of agricul­ 
ture as an executive de­ 
partm ent officer. The 
governor is limited to two 
consecutive terms. The 
f 
ovemor is authorized to 
esignate chairmen of 
state boards, and to re­ 
move gubernatorial ap­ 
pointees to state agencies 
for cause unless the re­ 
moval is vetoed by the 
senate. The article man­ 
dates the legislature to 
provide a new governor- 
elect an appropriation so 
the governor-elect may 
organize an office prior to 
inauguration, and per­ 
mits the legislature to 
grant powers of fiscal 
control to the governor. 
All governmental agen­ 
cies, with several excep­ 
tions, have a life of not 
more than ten years un­ 
less extended by the 
legislature, and, at the 
regular session held in 
odd-numbered years, the 
governor shall submit to 
the legislature a report 
on the organization and 


efficiency of the execu­ 
tive branch. 
The wording of the 
proposed constitutional 
amendment as it will ap­ 
pear on the ballot is as 
follows: 
"The constitutional 
am endm ent revising 
the SEPARATION OF 
POWERS, LEGISLA­ 
TIVE, AND EXECU­ 
TIVE PROVISIONS of 
the T exas C onstitu­ 
tion." 
If adopted by the voters, 
will become effective 
January I, 1976, except 
Article in f e c t io n 5, 
which becomes effective 
January I, 1981. 


PROPOSITION NO. 2 
ON THE BALLOT 


Revising the judiciary 
provisions of the Texas 
Constitution. Article V, 
The 
Judiciary 
is 
amended to: 
Establish a unified 
judicial system consist­ 
ing of the supreme court, 
court of appeals, district 
courts, ana circuit courts. 
Existing county courts 
and county judges are 
continued until other­ 
wise provided by law. All 
judges (except municipal 
judges), district attor­ 
neys and district clerks 
must be elected by the 
people. The supreme 
court and the court of 
crim inal appeals are 
merged into a single 
court of last resort, and 
this supreme court is au­ 
thorized to provide for ef­ 
ficient administration of 
the judicial system and to 
balance case loads. Indi­ 
vidual rights for a trial 
by jury and appeal by the 
accused are continued. 
The state is granted the 
right to appeal in crimi­ 
nal cases in limited cir­ 
cumstances, and the 
legislature is permitted 
to establish methods of 
appeal to the courts from 
decisions of state agen­ 
cies. 
The wording of the 
proposed constitutional

requirem ents, for the 
administration of elec­ 
tions, and for the protec­ 
tion of the electoral pro­ 
cess. 
The 
general 
election for state and 
county officers is to be 
held in even-numbered 
years on a date pre­ 
scribed by law. 
The wording of the 
proposed constitutional 
amendment as it will 
appear on the ballot is as

"The constitutional

PROPOSITION NO. 3 
ON THE BALLOT 


Revising the voting 
and election provisions of 
the Texas Constitution. 
Article VI, Voter Qual­ 
ifications and Elections, 
is amended to: 
Provide for registra­ 
tion and qualifications 
for voting 
including 
voter residency require­ 
ments to be established 
by law. A citizen of the 
United States who is at 
least 18 years of age and 
who meets the registra­ 
tion and residence re­ 
quirements provided by 
law is a qualified voter 
unless the person has 
been convicted of a felony 
and for that felony is in­ 
carcerated, on parole, or 
on probation, or unless 
the person is mentally 
incompetent as d eter­ 
mined by a court. Voting 
by the people in all elec­ 
tions must be by secret 
ballot, and the legisla­ 
ture shall provide by law 
for residence, registra­ 
tion, and absentee voting

Revising the education 
provisions of the Texas 
Constitution. 
Article 
VII, 
Education, 
is

DEAR POLLY — How does one remove the yellow film 
from a convertible car plastic window? Ours has turned 
yellow and will not come off with any com m ercial spray 
cleaners. Can this be restored or is a completely new win­ 
dow m ore advisable?
